Company Sets. Record i in Speed- 
ing Up Government Order; 
764 Engines for Use 

| in France. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 31.—Nine 
locomotives a day is the new record 
of manufacture achieved this week 
by the Baldwin Locomotive Works. 
The company is devoting the entire 
Capacity of its engine building plants 
to turning out locomotives of the 
large type, most of them for war 
use, and 25,000 men are employed. 

All locomotive building records 
have been broken in the last few 
weeks. Two years ago the concern 
pointed with pride to its record of 
80 locomotives a month. In the next 
few months, it is expected that more 
than 225 a month wil be turned out. 

The company began specding !ate 
in July, when it started its contract 
to furnish 150 locomotives to the 
Government for use in France. Each 
weighs 275,000 pounds and costs $43.,- 
000. The -first one was completed 
in 20,days and after that they were 
delivered at the rate of four a day. 
The Government order of 150 "loco- 
motives will be delivéred by Oct. 1, 
and recently it was announced that 
the entire lot of’ 764 locomotives 
needed in France will be built by the 
Baldwin works.

“WHERE WOMEN NEVER TALK” 


But It’s Not Permanent, It’s Just a 
Custom While Husbands Are

CORFU, Aug. 31.—The little Greek 
island of Fano,’ néar here, has be- 
come known to the entente fleets and 
armies as a place where women are 
forbidden to talk.

$10 an Acre Land. 


NEAR ONONDAGO CAVE 


St. Louislins Notified to Pick Out 
Free*Lot Find They Must 
Pay for Deed. 


A “free’’ lot is being saved for each 
of several hundred St. Louisans in a 
proposed summer resort colony in 
the foothills of the Ozarks, according 
to post cards sent out this week by 
the Onondago Park Co., with offices 
at 310 Frisco Building. The - post 
cards advise the person addressed to

A Post-Dispatch . reporter who 
ealled at the office-:to make inquiry, 
learned today that these gift lots are 
each 25 by 90 feet and that the re- 
cipient must pay $9.75 for ‘“‘the pa- 
pers’ before getting title to it. “The 
papers’ include’ an abstract and 
deed. The card does not mention this 
cost. 


The literature of the company: does 
not give the names of its promoters, 
but the man in charge of the office 
gave his name as “Mr. Burton of Chi- 
cago.’’ Burton-says he is an experi- 
enced promoter of lot sales in the 
lake resort sections of Michigan. 

Lots Near Onondago Cavc. 

These lots are 80 miles from St. 
Leuis and five miles from the ra’l- 
road station of Leasburg, on the 
Frisco. They are near the Meramec 
River and also near Onondago cave, 
which is a large and beautiful cave. 

Burton explained that his company 
owns more than 1000 acres in that 
region and has subdivided 120 acres 
into lots each 25 by 90 feet. He de- 
scribes the land as being located on 
2a bluff overlooking the Meramec, 
and as very hilly and rocky and un- 
fit for cultivation. It is covered with 
a growth of small tiniber. There has 

dittle or no sale for such land 
in recent years and whenever it has 
been sold the price has been around 
$5 or $10 an acre. It could not be 
learned what Burton’s company paid 
for the land. 


It was learned, however, that if 
the land is disposed of according to 
the plan of the Onodago company, 
that the gross proceeds will average 
$576 an acre. Here is the plan: 

Taking a 40-acre tract for a 
convenient unit, it is platted with 
streets and drives and then divided 
into 420 lots, each 25 by 90 feet. 
Every alternate lot, or a total of 210, 
is to be given away, “as an adver- 
tisement.””” The remaining 210 are 
for sale at $100 each. 


The 210 lots to be ‘“‘given away” 
will bring, at $9.75 each ‘for the pa- 
pers,’ a total of $2047.50, or more 
than $100 an acre for the 20 acres 
aggregate. While it is represented 
that the ,.$9.75 in each case goes to 
pay for abstract and deed, the com- 
pany could, if it follows the usual 
practice of real estate promotion 
schemes, furnish these instruments 
at trifling cost. For instance, the ab- 
stracts to each of the 420 lots in the 
40 acres would be identical down to 
the last entry marking the transfer 
to the new owner. They could, there- 
fore, be printed in large quantities, 
making the cost of each only a few 
cents. The same would hold true of 
the deeds. The $9.75 for these pa- 
pers is to be paid to the company. 

Possible to Get $576 an Acre. 

If the other. 210 lots are sold at 
$100 each, the proceeds from them 
would be $21,000. Adding to this the 
proceeds of $2047.50 from the “gift’’ 
lots gives a total of $23,047.50, for 
the 40 acres, or a little more than 
$576 an acre. The plat of “‘Onondago 
Park’’ in Burton’s office, shows three 
40-acre tracts subdivided in this 
manner. 

The prospective recipients of the 
free lots are told, when they call at 
Burton's office, that these lots are 
destined to be very valuable. For in- 
stance, he tells them, lots in the lake 
regions of Michigan, which a few 
years ago sold for $50 each, cannot 
be bought today for $5000. He also 
dwells upon the beauties of Onon- 
dago Cave and the possibilities of the 
place as a summer resort. 

He also explains how they will be 
able at little cost to build beautiful 
bungalows of native stone and logs.

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GERMAN MAJORITY 
DEMANDS REFORMS 
WITHIN 4 WEEKS 


Reichstag Parties Warn Govern- 
ment They May Be Forced 
to Take Steps. 


EMPEROR IS_ CRITICISED 


Recent Utterances, Saying En- 
gland Had to Be Beaten, 
Are Discussed. 

COPENHAGEN, Aug. 31.—A 
warning that unless the German Gov- 
ernment heeds demands of the 
Reichstag for reforms the majority 
parties will take measures, was giv- 
en before the Reichstag Main Con:- 
mittee Wednesday. Resolutions of 
the majority, introduced by Dr. Karl 
Heine, Socialist, demanded for the 
fourth or fifth time abolition of the 


political censorship arfi limitation of 
the military censorship to facts con- 


nected with the conduct of the war 
and criticism thereof. This was held 
to be necessary because it is noto- 
rious that the military authorities ex- 
ercise a sweeping. political censor- 
ship of the German press on the pre- 
tense that publications of a political 
nature may affect the military spirit 
of the people. | 
Dr. Heine gave the Government 
four weeks, until the assembling of 
the Reichstag, to mend its. ways. 
Otherwise, he said, the Reichstag ma- 
jority would be,forced to take steps. 
The Goyernment has réceived, some 
half dogen earlier warnings of a simi- 
lar nature and its responge in the 
present instance will not be an wun- 
fair test of the influence of the pres- 
ent majority in ‘the Reichstag. 
Speeches and pronouncements of 
Emperor William were criticised in 
the debate on the censorship. Ma- 
thias Erzberger, Centrist leader, and 
Dr. Heine called attention to the ef- 
fect caused by the Emperor’s impul- 
sive statements which sometimes run 


counter to the ostensible policy .of}, 


the Government. Although not men- 
tioned in the censored: accounts’ of 
the committee’s proceedings, the Em 
peror’s critics probably had: partis- 
ularly in mind his recent utterances 
in regard to England, which he point- 
ed out as Germany’s arch enemy 
which must be defeated at any cgst. 

Dr. Heine appears to have de- 
manded freedom for the press to 
discuss such utterances of the, Em- 
peror. Herr Erzberger asked whether 
Chancellor Michaelis assumed. re- 
sponsibility for what was said by 
the Emperor. Foreign Secretary von 
Keuhlmann replied that the repre- 
sentative at great headquarters of 
the Foreign Office was informed con- 
cerning the speeches and that the 
Chancellor assumed responsibility. 

As had been expected, the mislead- 
ing “denials”. by the Foreign Office 
of Premier Kerensky’s statement that 
a separate peace offer had been made 
recently to Russia and of the message 
said by former Ambassador Gerard 
to have been sent by Emperor Wil- 
liam to President Wilson at the out- 
break of the war, were brought up 
for criticism. Herr Erzberger said 
the official communications were 
coming into wide discredit abroad 
owing to the many self-evident con- 
tradictions in them.

At the same time, the Pope was 
reported to have signified his inten- 
tion of issuing a reply after. receiv- 
ing the answers of all the. belliger- 
ents, pointing out questions in which 


all the nations at war might be in 
agreement, and others which would 
reed to be discussed. 


U. S. to See That Note to Pope 
Reaches German People: 
WASHINGTON, -Aug. -31,—Unless 
there is evidence soon that President 
Wilson’s note rejecting the peace 
proposals of the Pope has been cireu- 


lated in Germany, steps will be taken 
to make.certain that the document 
reaches at least a large number of 
the German people to inform them 
why the United States cannot discuss 
a peace involving acceptance of the 
word of thé present rulers at Berlin.

PROSPECT FOR HIGHER EGG 
PRICES IN FALL AND WINTER 


Wholesale Dealers Point Out Why 
Price Ig High and Will Likely 
Continue So. 

Prospects for lower egg prices this 
fall and winter are not encouraging, 
according to local commission deal- 
ers, who today said prices had al- 

ready shown an upward tendency. 

Eggs are selling at retail in West 
End stores at from 45 to 48 cents a 
dozen. Coinmission men say that in 
view of the fact that eggs sold by 
West End dealers are the best and 
that the cost to them is from 40 to 
43 cents, these prices are not too 
high. 

Whoiesale dealers assert they are 
now paying from 34 to 36 cents a 
dozen for good eggs, and no. cold 
storage eggs are being used. 

Eggs placed in cold storage in 
April, they point out, cost the storage 
owners 36 cents, and the cost of 
storage has brought the total cost 
to 89 or 40 cents. 

When these eggs are put on the 
market in the next few months deal- 
ers declare they must be sold at not 
less than 44 cents a dozen wholesale 
to get what the wholesalers term “a 
Hoover profit” of 10 per cent.

BASIS FOR 1917 CROP 


| Agreed 14-Ounce Loaf Can Sell 


for 5 Cents With Grain at 
New Price. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—A re- 
duction in the price of bread is dn 
sight today as the result of the fixing 
of $2.20 as the price per bushel of 
the 1917 wheat crop. 

The licensing system for flour and 
bread dealers soon will be put into 


effect, and, although not extending 
to the small dealer, the food admin- 
istration is expected to find a way 
to hold down bread prices. 

Members of the price-fixing com- 
mittee are agreed that a price of 
$2.20 will permit of a 14-ounce loaf 
of bread for 5 cents. 

The wheat price was announced 
by President Wilson last night after 
the committee, headed by Dr, Harry 
A. Garfield, completed its three-day 
deliberations. Representatives of the 
producers began voting for $2.50 and 
labor representatives for $1.84. The 
$2 price set by Congress for the 1918 
crop was taken into consideration by 
the committee in fixing a fair valu-~- 
ation for this year’s harvest. 

On the basis of $2.20 at Chicago, 
the price differentials worked out 
by the food administration are: No. 
1 dark hard winter, $2.24; hard win- 
ter basic, $2.20; red winter basic, 
$2.20; yellow hard winter, $2.16; 
soft red winter, $2.18; dark Northern 
spring, $2.24; red _ spring, $2.18; 
humpback, $2.10; amber durum, 
$2.24; durum basic, $2.20; red du- 
rum, $2.13; red walla, $2.13; hard 
white basic, $2.20; soft white, $2.15; 
white club, $2.16; No..2 of each 
grade is 3 cents less; No. 3, 6 cents 
less; No. 4, 10 cents less. 

Relative market basis: Chicago, 
Galveston, New Orleans, basic; Kan- 
sas City and Omaha, 6 cents less 
than basic; Duluth and Minneapolis, 
3 cents less;\ St. Louis, 2 cents less; 
New York, 10 cents more than basic; 
Baltimore and Philadelphia, 9 cents 
more; Buffalo, 5 cents more. The 
basic grades are: No. 1 hard winter, 
red winter and Northern spring. 

Although the prices are fixed on 
Government purchases only, the food 
administration, through its wheat 
corporation recently organized, ex- 
pects to control the market without 
difficulty. The corporation will make 
all Government purchases.and has 
under consideration plans to buy for 
millers. 

. President’s Statement. 

The announcement was made at 
the White House in the following 
statement by the President: 

“Section 11 of the food act pro- 
vides, among other things, for the 
purchase and sale of wheat and flour 
by the Government and appropriates 
money for the purpose. The pur- 
chase of wheat and flour for our 
alies, and to a considerable degree 
for neutral countries also, has been 
placed under the control of the foud 
administration. I have appointed a 
committee to determine a fair price 
to be paid in Government purchases. 
The price now recommended by that 
committee—-$2.20 per bushel at Chi- 
cago for the basic grade—will be 
rigidly adhered to by the food ad- 
ministration. 

“It is the hope and expectation of 
the food administration, and my own 
also, that this step will at once sta- 
bilize and keep within moderate 
bounds the price of wheat for all 
transactions throughout the present 
crop year, and in consequence the 
prices of flour and bread also. 

* Fall Exercise of Power. 

“The food act has given large 
powers for the control of storage and 
exchange operations, and these pow- 
ers will be fully exercised. An in- 
evitable consequence will be that 
financial dealings cannot follow their 
usual course. Whatever the advan- 
tages and disadvantages of the ordi- 
nary machinery of trade, it can- 
not function well under such dis- 
turbed and abnormal conditions as 
now exist. In its place the food ad- 
ministration now fixes for its pur- 
chases a fair price, as recommend- 
ed unanimously by a committee rep- 
resentative of all interests and all 
sections, and believes that thereby 
it will eliminate speculation, make 
possible the conduct of every oper- 
ation in the full light of day, main- 
tain the publicly stated price for all 
and through economies made pos- 
sible by stabilization and control, 
better the position of consumers 
also. 

“Mr. Hoover, at his express wish, 
has taken no part in the delibera- 
tions of the committee on whose 
recommendation I determine tho 
Government's fair price, nor has he 
in any way intimated an opinion re- 
garding that price.”’

The St. Louis Merchants’ Ex- 


change is preparing to protest 
against the wheat prices fixed by 
President Wilson in his proclama- 
tion issued yesterday on the ground 
that St. Louis will be discriminated 
against because the price here will 
be 2 cents lower than. the basis 
price in Chicago and only 3 cents 
higher than the price in Kansas 
“City. 

Members of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that these differentials, on account 
of the freight rates, would give Kan- 
sas City an advantage of 2.40 cents 
a bushel on shipments from the West 
and Chicago an advantage of .2 of a 
cent a bushel on shipments from all 
territory except a small section of 
Missouri. This advantage would be 
great enough to divert all but 1,500,- 
000, bushels of the 25,000,000 bush- 
els of St. Louis wheat trade to other 
~oints, exchange members asserted. 

The St. Louis wheat price was 
fixed at 2 cents less than the Chi- 
cago basis price, and the Kansas City 
price at 5 cents Iess than the Chi- 
cago price. Claude Morton, presi- 
dent of the L. B. Morton Grain Co., 
and T. K. Martin, both big jobbers 
of grain, said that the grain market 
of St. Louis would be greatly injured 
unless these conditions are corrected. 

The advantage to Chicago is much 
less, as the freight rate between St. 
Louis and Chicago is 1.8 cents a 
bushel, while the St. Louis wheat 
price will be 2 cents less than the 
Chicago price. This gives Chicago an 
advantage of .2 of a cent a bushel 
over St. Louis, sufficient, the ship- 
pers declared, to attract big ship- 
ments of wheat to the Chicago mar- 
ket. 

Members of the exchange were 
undecided as to whether they would 
try to get the differentials in prices 
readjusted or whether they would 
ask for an adjustment of freight 
rates to remove the discriminations. 

They pointed out that the freight 
rate from Kansas City to St. Louis 
on western.grain is 5.4 cents a 
bushel, while St. Louis is permitted a 
price only 3 cents a bushel higher 
than Kansas City. The advantage 
of 2.40 cents a bushel on wheat 
would stop all the western grain at 
Kansas City, and play havoc with 
the St. Louis market, they said. 

Edward M. Flesh, second vice pres- 
ident of the United States Food Ad- 
ministration Grain Corporation, 
which will buy the wheat of the St. 
Louis district, commenting. on the 
criticisms made by the grain com- 
mission merchants, said that the ad- 
ministration was not interested in 
maintaining the trade territory of 
any city, but interested solely in pro- 
viding cheaper grain, flour and bread 
for the people. He said that some of 
the grain merchants were unable to 
realize that conditions have changed, 
and that they ought to show some 
patriotism by adjusting themselves to 
the new conditions. 

Flesh said he could not discuss the 
complaints in detail because he had 
received no official figures from 
Washington as to what prices are 
(going to be put into effect. 


450 EAST SIDE PACKING CO, 
EMPLOYES GO ON STRIKE 


About 450 employes of the East 
Side Packing Co., Second and Ex- 
change streets, East St. Louis, walked 


out this morning to force recognition 
of their union by their employers. 

The employes are members of the 
Amalgamated Butchers and Meatcut- 
ters’ Association. Earl Jimmerson. 
representing them, said they were 
demanding nothing more than réc- 
ognition of their union and had not 
asked for increased pay, shorter 
hours or a closed shop. However, 
W. S&S. Hadley, general manager of 
the plant, said they had demanded ¢ 
closed shop. 

Jimmerson said the decision to 
strike was reached yesterday by the 
men after an employe whom they 
had been inviting to join the union 
had complained to Hadley and the 
latter had told the men that anyore 
in the employ of the company who 
endeavored to get any other employe 
to join the union would be dis- 
charged. : 

The plant was virtually closed 
down by the strike.

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Fail to See 


Any Betting at Maxwelton 


But Wagers Are Freely Placed Although No 


Money Changes Hands Till After Races--- 
Professionals Again in Majority at Track. 


Twenty-three St. Louis County 
Deputy Sheriffs and six city detoec- 
tives went the route with blinkers 
on at the Maxwelton racetrack yes- 
terday afternoon. They failed to see 
any betting at the indoor or out- 
door bars. One bookmaker at the 
close of the day’s “sport” boasted 
that he had “got a copper’s money.” 

The betting on the second day of 
the meet apparently was as heavy 
as on the first day, but bookmakers 
were more cautious than on the 
opening day in taking and recording 
bets. They did not mark their pro- 
grams: so conspicuously and they 
made a new rule which prevented 
any visible exchange of money. iIn- 
stead of paying off after each race 
they announced that all settlements 
would be made after the last race. 

This kept money out of sight, but 
did not prevent the exchange of 
memoranda known as markers. 
Some bookmakers required the bet- 
tor to write his selection on a slip 
of paper, together with the amount 
of the wager and his initials. This 
paper was then handed to a tout for 
safekeeping, so that no record of 
betting would be found in posses- 
sion of the bookmaker if he should 
be arrested. 

Betting by “ 

As on the previous day, the greater 
part of the betting was done by 
“regulars” and there was no indi- 
cation of a revival of general public 
interest in the sport. 

Though there has been no horse 
racing in and around St. Louis for 12 
years, there has always been betting 
here on races at out-of-town tracks, 
and handbooks have flourished. 


Touts have recruited the ranks of 


the bettors by soliciting wagers from |. 


clerks and other employes in down- 
town offices and wholesale houses 
and acting as their commissioners in 
placing the bets. 

The Maxwelton meet has trans- 
ferred this betting from the cubby- 
holes of the handbook makers to the 
racetrack. Those of the “regulars” 
who cannot go to thé track send 
their money out by these touts. 

This makes the interest at the 
track almost purely professional and 
accounts for the fact that the crowd 
there is made up almost exclusively 
of bookmakers. and their followers. A 
small percentage of the bettors is 
made up of business men of wealth 
avho make larger wagers than the 
rank and file of handbook players. 
The races here also have attracted, 
horse owners and trainers from va- 
rious parts of the country, men whose 
business it is to “follow the ponies.” 
They help to swell the ranks of the 
bettors. Few bets come from the 
grand stand, as in the old days of 
the sport, and there is no need for 
i:niformed ‘“‘commissioners”’ like 
those who were kept so busy at the 
Fairground track in the “good old 
days.””* : 

Settlements After Races. 

While no money changed hands 
while the races were being run yes- 

terday, the settlements were made 
openly on the grandstand lawn im- 
mediately after the last race. The 
word went around: “It’s all right 
now,” and the money was freely ex- 
changed between bettors and book- 
makers. 

Sheriff Bopp today said no arrests 
were made because his men did not 
see any money change hands.

NEGROES LIST FIERY 
AS LOST IN RACE RIOTS 


Claims Against East St. ‘Louis 
Include Much Cut Glass and 
Many Silk Shirts. 


East St. Louis officiala who have 
been receiving claims filed by ne- 
groes for damages to their persons 
and their property suffered during 
the recent race riots, express sur- 
prise at the apparent. luxury in 
which some of them lived, and at 
the costliness of their belongings. 

A negro woman who lived in a 
district burned included, in the list 
of property lost by her, a cut glass 
water set, cut glass wine set, cut 
glass cocktail set, Cluny lace center- 


piece and a seven-piece linen lunch 
set, for a total of $77. The cost 
given for men’s suits destroyed 
ranges from $15 to $75 each Sev- 
eral hundred silk shirts were burned 
up, if the claims are correct, and sev- 
eral hundred Panama hats. 

One negro woman’s wardrobe in- 
cluded, in the articles lost, three 
suits, two dresses, eight petticoats, 
nine waists, three pairs of shoes, 
three linen skirts and four kimonos, 
besides a watch bracelet, diamond 
ring, gold locket, silver toilet set and 
silver manicure set. The total 
claims amounted to $607, although 
her house was not burned. 

Robert Reynolds, formerly of 
Tenth street and Piggot avenue, filed 
a claim for $800 for a “right arm 
and a right leg, destroyed by a 
mob.” The limbs were artificial. 

Another negro, claiming $5000 for 
the death of his brother, states the 
brother “was killed and permanent- 
ly disabled.” More than 30 claims 
for loss of life have been filed, in- 
cluding a claim for $5000 by the 
family of William Kayser, a hard- 
ware merchant, who was killed by 
a stray bullet. 

The total claims now amount to 
about $500,000, and others are com- 
ing in steadily. The law provides the 
city. must pay three-fourths of the 
value of the property destroyed, and 
for all the lives lost. 1 

The City Council will pass on the 
claims, and decide whether they 
shall be paid, or whether the city 
shall allow suits to be filed against it.

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‘MEDIOCRE MAKE- OVER 


“This Way Out’’ Does Not Show 
Actor-Playwright’s Former 
Cleverness. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—If Frank 


Craven’s new farce, “This Way Out,” 
at’ George M. Cohan’s Theater, last 


-night, showed only few traces of the 


clever invention of “Too Many 
Crooks,” which he wrote and acted 
in three or four seasons ago, it may 
be because its plot came to him 
ready made. It was based on a mag- 
azine story by Octavius Roy Coahan 
and J. M. Gresy, and Mr. Craven’s 
function was to rearrange it in acta- 
ble form. 

As a background for its humorous 
interest there was no such ingenious 
expedient as the little suburban bun- 
galow which in his earlier piece was 
gradually built through the three 
acts. The scenes consisted of bach- 
elors’ lodgings and the lobby of a 
hotel. The burden of the story is 
that it is not always safe for a pros- 
pective bridegroom to take” his 
flancee too fully into his confidence 
regarding his past affairs of the 
heart. 

The result of this too great frank- 
ness was Mrs. Caldwell’s jealousy 
after she had married her John. 
There was some reason for her sus- 
picions, for John’s friend Joe—the 
role which Mr. Craven chose for 
himself—had answered a matrimon- 
jal advertisement and signed the 
young husband’s name to it. The 
letter brought into the plot a very 
crude type of the conventional Chi- 
cago adventuress, and then ensued 
the complications which kept the 
piece going through three acts. 

The dialogue was glibly written 
and it showed humorous observa- 
tion in certain isolated spots. All 
of it was racy with the vernacular 
of Broadway and _ Forty-second 
street. So some of the out-of-town 
visitors at the theater may have 
been beguiled into believing that 
it was characteristic of the gay life. 

But even the willing theatrical 
contingent which formed the greater 
part of the audience found little to 
move them to raptures in this made- 
over magazine story. However di- 
verting its complications may have 
been on the printed page, they were 
always strained and usually puerile 
when acted on the stage. Few 
farces are written in which the situa- 
tions are so arbitrary and so obvious- 
ly prearranged.

ERMAN AIRCRAFT 
IN RAD ON PARIS] 


Louis Hayes, Back From Front, 
Was in Bed With Injured 
Knee During Attack. 


IN AMBULANCE UNIT 
Setined for Time Near British 


Lines; Devastation Terrible, 
He Says. 


Louis Hayes, son of Joseph M. 
es of 4389 Lindell boulevard, has 
returned to St. Louis from France, 
where he went four months ago to 
enter the American Ambulance serv- 
ice. His return was caused by an 
injury to his kneecap, from which 
he is still suffering, and which made 
‘it necessary for him to turn back, 
in Italy, from a journey to Saloniki, 


where he was assigned to ambulance 
work. 

Hayes went to Europe with Mar- 
.ion L. J. Lambert, William Stribling 
Jr. and Harry Blackwell, but he did 
not serve in the same ambulance 
section with them, as he had expect- 
ed to do, and he said he had not 
heard from them since the separa- 
tion and did not know where they 
were on duty. 

Hayes was assigned to section 5 of 
the American Ambulance, and served 
behind the French Iines, being at no 
time near the British forces. After 
nearly two months of this service, he 
was detailed to join an expedition to 
Saloniki. At an Italian port where 
the party stopped, he fell over a 
piece of hand baggage which another 
traveler dropped on the pier. This 
caused the injury to his knee, and 
when he notified the ambulance 
headquarters !n Paris, he was direct- 
ed to return to Paris. 

Heard German Aircraft Over Paris. 
He was obliged to remain in bed in 


in that time, he related, he heard the 
whir of the propellers of German 
aeroplanes overhead, and heard the 
shots fired by French guns at them, 
and the ascent of the French air- 
men. 

“You never find out those things,” 

he said. “Nobody will tell you.” 
He told of an American newspaper 
correspondent, with proper creden- 
tials, who was unable to learn the 
camping place of the American 
troops in France or their approxi- 
mate number. 

“The field of operations is so 
vast,” he said, “that it is not poss!- 
ble for anyone to pretend that he 
knows how the war is progressing, 
unless he has extraordinary facili- 
ties for observation. I talked with 
German prisoners, and while they 
seemed willing to talk, none of them 
knew anything except about the 


of the field. 


Devastation Is Terrible. 
“I heard none of the charges of 
atrocities against the Germans that 
used to be so frequent. But the 
scenes of devastation behind the 
lines, within the range of the Ger- 
man big guns, are terrible.” — 
Hayes returned to the United 
States on the same ship with a num- 
ber of French officers, sent to this 
country to instruct Amertcan offi- 
cers. He regards himself as still :in 
the ambulance service, but does not 
know when he will enter active duty 
again.

FORTY DESTROYERS CONVEY 
17 SHIPS TO BRITISH PORT 


Vessels Plying Between Engiand and 
Holland Heavily Guarded by 
Allies Sea Forces. 

Correspondent of the ..Associated Press. 
ROTTERDAM, Netherland, Aug. 
19. — A record convoy has just 
reached Rotterdam from England, 
numbering 17 ships. The escorting 
squadron was likewise probably an 


easy record for this route, compris-. 


ing, as it did, 40 torpedo-destroyois. 
The British convoy between Britain 
and Holland is now a regular institu- 
tion, and is doubtless typical of what 
takes place on a far wider and ex- 
tending scale in the entente shipping 
world. The non-admittance of armel 
merchantmen to Dutch ports has 
made convoying essential on this 
route. Times of sailing are kept se- 
cret. The boats collect somewhere in 
British waters,.and sailing orders 
reach them on short notice. Thea 
crossing frequently takes place at 
night. Some of the escorting destroy- 
ers go ahead; others rush along at 
great speed on either flank of the 
mercharntmen, turning and twisting 
and making all kinds of strange ev- 
olutions calculated to ward off and 
endanger the lurking German sub- 
marine. Three or four Dutch bo- 
are often included in the convoy. Oc- 
casionally a straggler falls victim to 
a torpedo and mine victims used to 
be heard of, but the convoy method 
on the whole appears to be remara- 
ably successful. 
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Many Hurt in Anti-Draft Riot. 

MONTREAL, Aug. 31.—Four po- 
licemen were injured, one man was 
shot through the arm, a score or 
more persons suffered cuts and 
bruises, and windows in half a doz- 
en establishments were smashed last 
night in a clash between police and 
anti-conscription paraders. 


TORPEDO BOAT IS CALLED TO 
TAKE SAILOR TO SON'S FUNERAL 


Message Comes While He Is. On 
Watch in the Atlantic and 
Captain Gives Him Leave. 

CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 31.— 
“Some day I'll come back to you, 
little boy,” said Lionel Thorogood, 
naval militiaman, as he returned the 
smiling salute of his 3-year-old son, 
Donald, and said good-by to the boy 
and his mother here one day last 
April, before returning to his ship. 

Somewhere in the Atlantic last 
Monday Thorogood was taking his 
turn at the watch on a United States 
battleship. Suddenly there came a 
spitting and rattling from the wire- 
less operator’s cabin. An officer 
stepped up to Thorogood and handed 
him a message reading: “Your son 
Donald dead. Funeral Wednesday 
afternoon. Can you come?” 

The Captain of the battleship was 
appealed to. He decided’ Thorogood, 
one of his best seamen, should see his 
baby before they buried him. Then 
a race began. The battleship, several 
hundred miles out in the Atlantic, 
began barking out wireless messages 
to her sister ships in the vicinity. 
Soon a gray form appeared, a boat 
was lowered and Thorogood trans- 
ferred to another ship. A torpedo 
boat was sighted and ‘Thorogood 
transferred to his third ship. A port 
was reached and a taxicab rushed 
the father to a train bound for Cleve- 
land. Another taxicab rushed him 
from the train to his home Wednes- 
day, one hour before the funeral took 
place.

watched with eager ‘enjoyment the 
pantomimed doings of Rip’ and his 
colonial cronies, and all ‘stayed in 
their seats until the “final. spoken 
words, “And may you all live long 
and prosper.” 

It was more than a charming en- 
tertainment. It was the children’s 
good-by to summer: and’to their va- 
cation days. One need not be as 
sad’ on such a parting occasion as 
Tosti was when he wrote his ‘““Good- 
by, Summer,” and the playground 
children found the farewell a very 
happy one. 

Rip’s Quiet Home Town. . 

The proscenhium-arch boughs, 
which have in the past Oo years 
adapted themselves gracefully to the 
Forest of Arden, to the banks of the 
Nile and to an Italian village, waved 
yesterday over the Kaatskill Moun- 
tains and over the little town where 
Rip Van Winkle lived his lazy, luck- 
less life. 

There was the Inn, with its crude 
picture of George III as a sign; and 
the windmfll, whose revotving arms 
were the most active thing in sight; 
and the British redcoats, tipsy from 
the Inn’s conviviality; and the harm- 


less Indians hanging about; and the 


solemn burghers with their’ saxa- 
phone-shaped pipes; and Rip’s rick- 
ety cabin. 

And presently there was Rip him- 
self, with his gun and his string of 
fish, and his thirst, which he gets 
but a partial chance to gratify, be- 
cause of Dame Van Winkle’s perse- 
cutions. A little of this lively nag- 
ging, in easily understood gesture, 
and Rip is off for the mountains. 


Camouflage Is Used. 


And now, for the needed change | 


of scene, the busy stage manage- 
ment had to use a little of what, in 
more serious surroundings, has be- 
come known as camouflage. Screens 
of green leaves were set in’front of 
the village buildings. ‘One could look 
over the tops of the screens at the 
tops of the village buildings, or could 
even peek throtigh the scréens, if he 
wanted to spoil everything. But no 


one did want to spoil everything, and. 


the scenic arrangement made a per- 
fectly satisfactory mountain “set.” 

And there were the goblins, execut- 
ing their shuffling, heavy dance in 
the forest, and Hendrik dson and 
‘his crew, beguiling Rip with a flagon 
and bowling with varying degrees of 
skill. Rip’s long nap began, and one 
saw the years dance by—spring, 
summer, autumn, winter, 

The fairies, too, danced to, ken 
the slumberer. Then away went ‘the 
screens, and the town was shown 
again, with George Washington's 
face on the swinging sign of the Inn, 
and a new sign, “Union Hotel, by 
Jonathan Doolittle.” A . political 
campaign is on, and. one side has a 
regular ‘Betsy Ross flag, with the 
stars in‘a circle, Back: comes white- 
haired, barefooted Rip, with his 
rusty gun, dazed by-the changes of 
20 years, to find a daughter who looks 
remarkably like her mother, and to 
drink once more under the inviting 
boughs, when things have’ been ex- 
plained. 

The passage of the .seasons. during 
Rip’s sleep was shown by- dances, 
which filled the stage with girls 
from the different playgrounds. The 
dancers of Spring were in green; 
those of Summer were rose-garbed; 
Autumn was represented by negro 
girls in brown and dark red; and 
Winter was in snowy white, hung 
with icy crystals. 

. Teachers as Players. 

Playground teachers took the old- 
er..roles in the village scene, and 
Miss Evelyn Robinson, as Dame Van 
Winkle and later as the daughter, 
played a wifely second to Gustavus 
Tuckerman’s portrayal. of Rip. A 
few spoken words, such as Rip’s be- 
wildered declaration of loyalty to 
the King, and his final toast, were 
interspersed with the pantomime 
which formed most of the perform- 
ance. 

The orchestra, which was ener- 
getic .rather .than. large, furnished 
the effects of the mountain thunder 
storm, except those suppHed by the 
ponderous tenpin bowlers. In front 
of the orchestra, with his chin over 
the edge of the stage, Rodowe Abe- 
ken, Saperintendent of Recreation, 
dfd the directing, which was made 
necessary by the size of the produc- 
tion and by the lack of rehearsals 
of all parts together. 

More than 800 children took part 
in the performance, and the prepa- 
rations were supervised by Misses 
Agnes Cady, Laura Obert, Viola Kil- 
ken and Viola Goeke. 

The splendid behavior of the crowd 
should be mentioned again. Grand 
opera audiences, in the same audi- 
themselves 
privileged to come late and leave 


early, but the children came earty 


and stayed until there was nothing 
more to see.

OF DR. COOK TOWARDS POLE 


Farthest North Camp Pointed Out by 
E-Took-A-Shue Long Journey 
From Goal. 

FREEPORT, Me., Aug. 31.—The 
route of Dr. Frederick Cook in his 
journey toward the North Pole was 
retraced by Donald MacMillan, the 
explorer who has just returned from 
the “Arctic, according to a statement 
by MacMillan at the home of rela- 
tives here. 

MacMillan said that, accompanied 
by E-Took-A-Shue, an Eskimo, who 
traveled with Dr. Cook, he picked 
up the trail near Cape Thomas Hub- 
bard and followed it to what the Es- 
kimo said was Dr. Cook’s farther 
north camping place. This camp was 
also one day’s march from Cape 
Thomas Hubbard, and from there 
to the pole would have been a jour- 
ney of many days, according to Mac- 
Millan From the camp the trail led 
in a zigzag manner across Ellesmere 
Land. 

MacMillan also interviewed Ah- 
Pel-Iah, ‘another Eskimo who was 
with Cook. He said that on a map 
Ah-Pel-Iah traced Cook’s route 
across Ellesmere Land and that it 
was identical with the one that had 
been traversed by MacMillan and E- 
Took-A-Shue. 

MacMillan brought back a piece of 
an American flag, one of the five 
left by Rear Admiral Robert E. 
Peary on his way to the North Pole. 
This piece was found in Peary’s old 
hut at Cape Sabine. In its place 
MacMillan left a Bowdoin College 
flag. Peary and MacMillan are grad- 
uates of Bowdoin. 

Record of Dr. Kane's explorations 
were found by MacMillan at Resslaer 
Harbor. In one ef Dr. Kane’s huts 
was a large piece of paper with the 
following cut into it with a jaek- 
knife: “All well, Aug. 28, 1853. 
Gone south.” 

MacMilan also found the lining of 
Dr. Kane’s cap, which had been used 
as a flag.

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WHAT SHOULD CONTRACTORS PAY? 
The Leader, printed in Secretary of War Baker’s 


terms under which certain contractors are sup- 
plying war needs. 

No blame is attached to the Government offi- 
cers who made these contracts. They were com- 
pelled to accept the best offers they could get in 
meeting imperious necessities that could not be 
temporized with. But the exposure is instructive 
as showing the attitude and methods of contrac- 
tors generally. 

So unreasonable were the demands of airplane 
manufacturers that at one time Howard E. Cof- 
fin ofthe Aircraft Productfon Board threatened, 
so it is asserted, to take over a number of airplane 
factories and operate them on public account. 

Under one contract $6000 apiece was obtained 
for airplanes, including the cost of: assembling 
them. But for all the separate parts making up a 
single airplane, without the cost of assembling 
them, $15,000 was exacted. 
After a contract for 32 hydroplanes at $21,000 
each had been entered into by one company, it suc- 
ceeded by some pretext in forcing the Government 
to pa¥ $2100 additional for each. By some similar 
hocospocus a contract for mica insulators at $6 
a pound was transformed, after being let, into $12 
a pound. Even more difficult of explanation is 
a contract for®45,000 insulators of another type, let 
for 40 cents each, when a bid to furnish exactly 
the same thing for 25 and 26 cents was overlooked 
or ignored. 
Bids for army bacon vary somewhat, according 
to the date on which tendered, but there is an 
interesting lack of variation in bids tendered at 
the same time by different firms. While 45 cents 
a pound for bacon is a cause of resentment in 
Sweden and 49 cents has been fixed there as the 
retail maximum, the Packing Trust obtained an 
average of 37.7 cents a pound in June for supply- 
ing 7,469,480 pounds of bacon in the United States. 
The difference between the bids of members of the 
Packing Trust was so slight as to be expressed 
only in inconsiderable decimals. One such bid was 
38.50, a second 38.29, a third 38.64 and a fourth 
38.6. 
It was to protect profits made in this manner.

A POINT WELL TAKEN. 

J. B. Stribling, a resident of Webster Groves 
and a member of the home guard organization of 
St. Louis, has written to Secretary of War Baker 
suggesting that young men exempted from serv- 
ice in the national army be compelled to join 
home guard organizations. He points out that 
many elderly men have become members of the 
local regiments, but that great difficulty has been 
encountered in getting physically able youths to 
enlist. 

It is probable that such action as Mr. Stribling 
suggests could not be taken by Secretary Baker 
without an amendment to the selective conscrip- 
tion law, but the point he makes is well taken. 
The mere fact that a man has been exempted from 
the draft because of dependents does not justify 
him in taking things easy and allowing the grave 
duties of national defense to be shouldered by 
others. 

The home guard is a necessary organization. 
The militia units hitherto stationed in St. Louis 
have been sent from the city and the home guard 
is acting for them. A crisis might arise at any 
time that would require the use of armed forces 
in addition to the police. The trouble is that the 
young men have not been taking the home guard 
seriously. 

The organization is just as essential to the coun- 
try as the units in other branches of the service. 
There are vast war industries in the St. Louis 
district that an enemy-fostered riot might cripple, 
to the detriment of the troops abroad. It is to be 
hoped that nothing of that character occurs, but 
it is necessary in time of war to be prepared for 
all eventualities. 

The home guard requires of its members only 
two nights’ attendance a week. Surely this is 
not enough to inflict hardship on any man or 
his family. The country has taken your wife and 
children into consideration, young man. One 
good turn deserves another. Take your country 


into consideration and join the home guard.

ESKIMOS WEAR 
SUN GLASSES. 


& yee 2 of the interesting things dug 

up by a recent exploration 
through the Polar regions is the fact 
that Eskimos know as much about 
the effects of snow blindness as our 
own scientists, and for a great many 
years have protected themselves 
from sun'glare by means of goggles. 
Dr. Judson Daland of the University 
of Pensylvania recently gave a very 
interesting interview on his trip to 
Alaska and Siberia, the islands in 
the Behring Sea and Arctic Ocean. He 
says that conjunctives, cataract, and 
snow blindness are very common 
ocular diseases among Eskimos and 


‘| that generations of bitter experience 


have taught themni-the necessity of 
protecting their eyes from the sun's 
rays.. ‘The Eskimos have also learned 
that goggles are necessary on cloudy 
or duil.days.. Neglect to protect 
themselves-with goggles has caused 
many of our. own Arctic explorers to 
fall victims to snow. blindness. 

The Eskimos are unusually inver.- 
tive in: making -their goggles, for 
there are..few materials available. 
The range of temperature from zero 
to 75 degrees below, makes the use 
of. metal. or ivory out of the ques- 
tion. They. therefore make them 
from wood, to fit not only the éyes. 
out: the forehead and cheekbones. 
They exclude all light, except that 
entering two very narrow horizonta! 
slits in front'of each eye. . No two 
pairs of . les’ are exactly alike. 
The inner . surface around the slits 
are usually. blackened. 

The Eskimos have protected them- 
selves from: snow ‘blindness a great 
deal longer than civilizéd people, for 
it is only comparatively recently that 
that danger from ultra violet rays in 
‘ight has become’ Known to science 
and experiments have been made to 
protect the eyes of human beings 
from them. ~ 

So far has.this, science gone,, how- 
ever, that. in, Russia it is now cus- 
tomary to equip cows with sur 
giasses. Very’ recently an item ar- 


10,000 cows‘on the steppes of Russi i 
have been provided with dark glasses 
to protect their eyes from the ‘glare 
of the sun.on the snow. It seems 
that the food of these cows is a grass 
which crops:up above the snow in 
places where the ground is not deep- 
ly covered, and the’sun glare some- 
times blinds the cattle so’ that they 
cannot readily find their food.—

MAKING GREENS 
NUTRITIOUS. 


ERE is a way to add nutri- 


ment to greens and at 
the same time to vary the form 
in which this important food. 
is served. The suggestion is 
made by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

Cheese and Greens Roll 

OOK two quarts of spin- 
ach, Swiss chard or other 
greens. Drain and dress with 
one tablespoonful of butter. 
Chop and add one cupful of 
grated cheese and bread 
crumbs enough to make a mix- 
ture sufficiently stiff to form 
into a roll. Place in oblong 
pan and cook in moderate oven 
for 20 minutes. 

When cold the mixture may 
be sliced in half-inch pieces 
and serve on lettuce leaves with 
salad dressing. 

If desired, leave the mixture 
more moist and. bake in cas- 
serole or baking dish and serve 
hot. >» 


READY-TO-SERVE BEETS 


SE only fresh, sound beets. 


Wash heets thoroughly; use a, 
vegetable brush. 

Cut off all. but one inch of tops: 
can the tops later. 

Place beets in colander; scald by 
setting over a vessel of boiling wa- 
ter, covered tight, for 5 to 10 min- 
utes. 

Dip quickly into cold water. 

Scrape or pare to remove skin. 

Pack whole beets, slices or cross- 
section pieces in hot jars. 

Place rubbers and caps in posi- 
tion; not‘air tight. 

Place jars on false bottom of 
wash boiler. 

Submerge jars 2 inches. 

Let water boil 90 minutes. 

Start counting after water begins 
to boil. 

Remove ‘tars. 

Tighten covers. 

Invert to cool and examine for leaks. 
If leaks are found, change rubbers 
and boil again for 10 minutes. 

Wrap in puper. 

Store in 2 cool, dry place. 
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Good Rubber Rings Important in 
Home Canning. 

HE fate of the food material 

canned or preserved at home 

may depend upon the quality 

of the rubber rings used on the glass 

jars. If the rubbers are of poor 
quality, the food may spoil. 

Good rubber rings,for the average 
pint and quart jar—glass top, etc.— 
should be not less than 4 nor more 
than 6-16 of an inch wide, and 2% 
inches on the inside diameter, and 
be cut 12 to the inch, that is, 12 rub- 
ber rings placed side by side will 
measure one inch in thickness. They 
should be able to stand up under 
sterilization in boiling hot water or 
in steam under pressure for at least 
three hours without injury to the 
rubber.. Good rubbers will stretch 
and return promptly to place without
